The sugar situation Is serious and every ounce saved is of vital Importance. Every person in Call 
fornia should constitute himself or herself a saver of sugar. 

Manufacturers, grocers, restnurants and tinkers have been allotted definite amounts and those who ex 
coed their quotas will he forced to do without sugar for the balance of the allotment period. 

O Ttw- food administration announces that the seriousness of the sugar situation Is such that hoarding in O 

0 the households and elsewhere will be met with prompt and drastic punishment. A corps of federal Inspec- jj 

3 tors have been assigned to the work of checking up individual purchases. Those found guilty are liable g 

to a flue of $r,000 or two years' Imprisonment, or both, under the food control bill. Their names will also 

be made public. 

The needs for strict conservation of sugar are as Imperative for the present as the necessity of wheat 
saving, and because of the loyal co-operation of the public in conserving wheat the food administration 
believes that with the public understanding the situation, observance of the new regulations restricting O 
consumption to three pounds i**r person a month as a maximum, will ho uniform and that patriotism U 
will prevent hoarding any undue amounts of the commodity. Every effort will be directed toward insur¬ 
ing equitable distribution of the limited supplies to all. 

In resjionse to a widespread request of hotel and restaurant men for the abolition of the sugar howl 
from the tables of public eating places, the food administration has arranged for a meeting with those 
Involved for consideration of the advisiblllty of such a step. Many dining places have already eliminated 
O the s „n. ar bowl and are serving individual limited portions In envelopes, which has resulted in a big saving.

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Last night’s meeting of the 
city trustees was like an echo ol’ 
some of the meetings held five 
or six years ago when the can¬ 
yon sewage problem was before 
the trustees. Some of the old 
menaces to the purity of our wa¬ 
ter supply and to the public 
health have been re-discovered. 

It will be interesting to see 
what results can he secured this 
time. A start has already been 
made in the right direction. 

That Water Report 

The matter came up through 
Trustee Ilolabird’s pondering 
the state board of health report 
of “objectionable contamination” 
in the water coming from the 
Quarter-way in the Little Santa 
Anita. That did not sound good 
concerning any water system 
with which he had to do. 

A few days ago he sent Mar¬ 
shal Udell up to inspect the con¬ 
dition of the canyon above the 
intake. Mr. Udell reported at 
the beginning of last night’s 
meeting. 

Evidence of pollution by pic¬ 
nickers, quantities of refuse in 
the open stream at various 
places, an ojtcn stream crossing 
on the trail above the Half-way 
house, where animals and ped¬ 
estrians pollute the water, and 
a cesspool at the Half-way in 
close proximity to the stream 
were reported. 

Col. Holabird said upon heal¬ 
ing the report he had instructed 
the marshall to see that the 
cesspool menace was abated at 
once, anil Mr. Udell reported the 
resort proprietor hail agreed to 
close it and to provide another 
at a sullieient distance from the 
stream a sto l>e free from all 
danger to the water. 

It was proposed to bridge 
the stream and fence the trail 
so as to make the stream bod 
inaccessible to picnickers and to 
persons and animals going over 
the trail. 

The question of further steps 
to he taken to ensure purity of 
the water supply was referred 
to the water committee and Col. 
Holabird said he wished all the 
trustees to participate in the 
session which was set for next 
Monday as a closed session. 

Canyon Park Problem 

Captain Osgood read to the 
trustees a communication from 
the board of health calling at¬ 
tention to the increasing men¬ 
ace of cesspools in the Canyon 
Park tract, there being now 12(1 
or more. These are located in 
the direct line of the under¬ 
ground stream flowing from the 
mouth of Little Santa Anita 
canyon to the city wells on East 
Central Avenue. 

There was it general discus¬ 
sion participated in by Trustees 
Saunders, Webster and Mitchell 
as well as by C. J. Pegler and 
L. E. Steinberger. It was agreed 
that while this presented a real ; 
problem which must be consul- 1 
orod. it does not constitute the! 
immediate menace ol conditions! 
in the upper part of the canyon j 
do right now. This phase of the! 
problem was also referred to the 
water committee. Reference was 
made to the investigation ofj 
Prof. C. G. Hyde representing j 
the state hoard of heath, and to 
the plans for a sewage disposal ; 
plant drawn by former Engineer j 
Bixby. These will be considered 
with the other phases of the 
water and sewage disjtosal prob¬ 
lem by the committee.

FORCED INTO SUPREMACY ON THE SEA 

“The assurance of Mr. Hurley that American yai ds tan 
turn out 13,518,000 deadweight tons of shipping in 1010 
is an assurance that there is no longer any such thing as 
the submarine menace,’’ says the Public. fhe U-boats 
will increase the hazard of war and inflict serious damage, 
but tlnjy cannot destroy shipping as speedily as we can 
build it. Already Mr. Hurley feels justified in taking this 
for granted and talking rather of 1020, when this country 
will be the possessor of a merchant marine aggregating 
25,000,000 tons. Before the end ol the current year, Mi. 
Hurley tells us, we shall he producing at the rate ol a halt 
million tons each month. His estimate ol 13,518,000 tons 
during 1919 is based on the construction ol three ships a 
year averaging (>,000 tons each on each ol 7;>1 ways, ol 
which all except ninety are now completed. The sigmli- 
eance of a Government-owned and operated merchant ma¬ 
rine of 25,000,000 tons is enormous. It will be the greatest 
merchant fleet ever operated under one flag. ‘Ibis fleet, 
said Mr. Hurley, ‘must become the greatest instrument ol 
international probity, honesty and square dealing at the 
close of the war. It must become the vast and vital machine 
whereby America will prevent the oppression of the weak 
by the strong, the crushing of right by might, for many 
months it has been plain to students of passing events that 
England’s supremacy on the sea is being destroyed by the 
present war, and that henceforth the United States is to 
he the most powerful of nations. Germany may accomplish 
her object of reducing England to a position of secondary 
power, hut instead of taking England’s place for herself, 
she has forced the United States into the leadership. The 
fact that our merchant marine is to he publicly owned and 
operated is a most vital factor in determining how we shall 
use our new power. Already, before we entered the war, 
America’s financial leaders were preparing to build up a 
great merchant marine and use it to embark on a campaign 
of economic imperialism. With shipping in Government 
hands, we shall have every opportunity to bring foreign 
trade under democratic control and to use this control to 
free it of those factors that make for exploitation, Inction, 
and war. Centralized control of shipping has superseded 
tavlfs as a means of interfering with freedom of trade. 
In comparison with it, tariffs are a clumsy and lnoltective 
device. We shall have free trade and international justice 
largely according to whether or not our Government con¬ 
tinues to he controlled by men who place these things above 
special privileges for a class.”

The American Creed 

X BELIEVE in the United States of America, as a gov¬ 
ernment of the people, by the people, for the people, 
whose just powers are derived from the consent ot the gov¬ 
erned; a democracy in a republic, a sovereign Nation of 
many sovereign tSates; a perfect Union, one and insepai- 
able, established upon those principles of freedom, equality, 
justice and humanity for which American patriots sacri¬ 
ficed their lives and fortunes. 

I therefore believe it is my duty to my country to love 
it; to support its Constitution; to obey its laws; to respect 
its flag; and to defend it against all enemies.

The News has once or twice before printed this ollicial 
version of “The American's Creed." It is a striking state¬ 
ment of patriotic sentiment and many readers have won¬ 
dered as to its source. 

The idea of laying special emphasis upon the duties and 
obligations of citizenship in the form of a national creed 
originated with Henry S. Chapin. In 1916-1917 a contest, 
open to all Americans, was inaugurated in the press 
throughout the country, "to secure the best summary ol 
the political faith of America. 

The contest was informally approved by the President 
of the United States. The artists and authors ol the \ igi- 
lantes especially, and representatives of other patriotic so¬ 
cieties supported it; the city ot Baltimore, as the biithplace 
of the Star-Spangled Banner, offered a prize of $1000, which 
was accepted and the following committee on award was 
appointed: Matthew Page Andrews .Irvin S. Cobb, Hamlin 
Garland, Ellen Glasgow, Julian Street, Booth farkington, 
and Charles Hanson Towne. 

The winner of the contest and author of the creed se¬ 
lected proved to be William I.vler Page ol 1'Headship 
Heights, Maryland, a descendant of President Tyler and also 
of Carter Braxton, one of the signers of the Declaration ol 
Independence. 

From Many Sources 

The complete proceedings in regard to the ollicial ac¬ 
ceptance of "The American’s Creed” may be found in the 
Congressional Record of April 16, 1918, from which is taken 
this explanation of the doctrinal origin of the Creed: 

“The United States of America”—Preamble to the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States.

Pluribus Unum,” great seal of the United States; Article IV 
oi the Constitution. 

“A perfect Union”—Preamble to Constitution. 

“One and inseparable”—W ebster, Jan. 26, 1830. 
“Established upon those principles ol freedom, 
equality, justice and humanity for which American patriots 
sacrificed their lives and fortunes”—Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence. 

“1 therefore believe it is my duty to my country to love 
it”—In substance from Edward Everett Hale’s “The Man 
Without A Country.” 

“To support its Constitution”—Oath of allegiance, Sec¬ 
tion 1757, Revised Statutes. 

“To obey its laws”—Washington’s Farewell Address; 
Article VI, Constitution. 

“To respect its flag”—National Anthem; Army and 
Navy Regulations; War Department circular on Flag Eti¬ 
quette, April 14. 1917. 

“And to defend it against all enemies”—Oath of Al¬ 
legiance to United States.
